Revestiy a valuable contribution to the 


literature dealing with plague was made. 


hy Dr. Turner of Bombay who issued a 
history of the visitations in that city for 
the last fen years. Apart from the his- 
torical value of the work the scientific 
deductions drawn throw much light on 
the obscure pathological and epidemio- 
logical problem how plague is spread. 
According to the “ Advocate of India,” 
which publishes a thoughtful review of 
lr. Turner's work, after examining 
carefully all probable sourece, the author 
concludes that if, \ma shipping which 
brought the plague to India. He says 
that, although Hongkong wag affected 
when the plague broke out in Bombay, 
the limited trade between the two ports 
and the fact that no intermediate parts 
were infected precludes belief in the 
theory that infection came from Hong- 
kong. In Dx. Turner's opinion it is 
probable that in the first instance the 
disease was brought from the Persian 
Gulf or Arabia either by pilgrims or by 
merchandise, grain, vennin or rats.

EARTHQUAKE AT YOKOHAMA. 


Severest For Years. 


We learn from -the “Japan Herald” 
Uhat one of tho severest earthquake shocks, 
ho far as sensation was concerned, that bas 
Leen experienced in Yokohama for a good 
many years, roused sleepers from their beds 
about twenty minutes past two on Nov. 
22, As far as results are concerned, how- 
ever, the shock was only ona par with the 
goutlur motions recorded from time to time. 
In most houses the stopping of. clocks 
appears to have Leon. the only mishap, 
even oms failing to bo dislodged 
froin ‘thelt” positions” Thik, no doubt, 
resulted from tho nature, of the shock, 
which was of a suecessory and utidulatory 
character. Tho Meteorological authorities 
time the shock as beginning at 2h. L7m. 
34s, and lasting altogether for Sin, 35s, 
The undulntory inotion Insted 3m, 64s. 
The earthquake appears to have been 
entirely local, the centro of tho disturh- 
anco being ‘bolieved to lie in Tokyo 
Bay. Tho reason why tho‘ motion. was 
severely felt is stated by tho authorities 
to arise from tho lateral naturo ‘of .the 
vibrations, Mahy of the houses racked’ 
liko'a ship in a’shoppy'uea. - In Tokyo a 
violont tromor was felt’ almout- simul-

A new volemo in Unwin's Colonial 
Library is “The Spantsh Prisoner” by 
Mrs” Philip. Champion de -Crespigny, 
authoy of The Mystery of a Glove,” 
“The Gry Domino,” ete, Tho scene of 
the romance is laid in Spain, among tho 
moun'ning of Navarra, with an interlude 
in England,’ Thé date is 1805, and the 
Tattle of Trafalgar plays q minor part in. 
the story, Tho -heroine, Paloma, ina 
Spanish git, who, tosfres her cousin's 
name from dishonou, perxonated him, in 
Englind, After being tricked ‘into a 
promise of marriage by a Spaniard she 
dislikes, sho diseovera that ho gained his 
onl by a ‘inwan subtorfuge, and coustdoring 
horself no longer bound to. him, marries 
the man of hey heart, an Englishman, who 
comos over from England to claim her. 


Mr Unwin has published in hig Colonial
